The Leading House in Every Respect. 
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Progress of the Greater New York Political 
Battle. Brief Sketches of the Careers 
and Attributes of the Contestants. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN]. 
NEw York, Oct. 6, 1897. 

The campaign for control of Greater 
New York has now resolved itself into 
a four-cornered fight with practically no 
probability of coalition between any of 
the four sides. The various elements 
in the campaign are compactly drawn 
up and the cunnonading is under full 
headway. At present the two candi- 
dates who stand out with the greatest 
importance are Gen. Benjamin F. 
Tracy, leading the Republican sound 
money forces, and Henry George, head- 
ing the regular Democratic free silver 
forces. Judge Robert A. Van Wyck, 
the Tammany Hall candidate, is cutting 
a very unimportant figure, and Mr. 
Henry George’s nomination and decla- 
rations have drawn heavily upon the 
ranks of Mr. Seth Low’s supporters. 
Tammany in her convention last week 
evaded the Chicago Platform, as was ex- 
pected, and put forth a municipal plat- 
form which is such a manifestly bold 
bidder for votes as to render it exceed- 
ingly weak. Tuesday night a tremen- 
dous rally was tendered Mr. George in 
Cooper Union and to-night the Citizens’ 
Union will hold a public meeting in the 
same place. A comparison of the can- 
didates is of interest at this stage of 
the campaign. 

Benjamin Franklin Tracy was one of 
the founders of the Republican party. 
Throughout his entire career he has 
been actively associated in legal and 
political affairs. Mr. Tracy was born 
67 years ago in Owego, New York. 
He received his scholastic education at 
the Owego Academy. When but 18 
years of age he was elected delegate to 
the Tioga County Free Soil Conven- 
tion and he began to fill the office of 
District Attorney at the age of 23 
years, being re-elected for six consecu- 
tive years. He took a prominent part 
in organizing the Republican party 
throughout the western portion of the 
State. In 1861 he was elected to the 
Assembly. In 1862 he turned his at- 
tention to military affairs and recruited 
the 109th and 137th New York Volun- 
teers. Later he was chosen colonel of 
the 109th Regiment. Colonel Tracy 
led his regiment to the front to join 
Burnside’s Corps and in the Battle of 
the Wilderness his bravery and leader- 
ship were conspicuous. He fought in 
the thickest.of the battle all day and 
toward night he fell from sheer ex- 
haustion. He refused io be taken to 
the hospital and again Jed his regiment 
into the battle at Spottsylvania Court 
House. He broke down after this bat- 
tle and was obliged to retire from ac- 
tive service. After recovering his 
health, Secretary of War Stanton ap- 
pointed him to the Colonelcy of the 
127th United States Regiment. After 
the war General Tracy practiced law in 
Brooklyn and in 1866 was appointed 
U. S. District Attorney from the Eust- 
ern New York District by Pres. Johnson. 
He distinguished himself at this time 
in a valiant fight against the Whiskey 
Ring. In the famous Beecher-Tilton 
trial he served as attorney for Mr. 
Beecher. He was appointed Judge of 
the Court of Appeals in 1891 and served 
in President Harrison's Cabinet as 
Secretary of the Navy. Since that of- 
fice, General Tracy has been devoting 
his entire attention to law with the ex- 
ception of his duties as Chairman of 
the Commission which drafted the 
Greater New York Charter. Gen. 
Tracy was counsel for the prosecution 
of John Y. McKane, the notorious 
Gravesend corruptionist. It was large- 
ly through his tremendous efforts that 
McKane was convicted. 

While Mr. Low’s career has been less 
eventful and brilliant than that of 
General Tracy, his character and hon- 
orable record is untarnished., Mr Low 
is a man of large wealth, but he has 
spent his money generously for enter- 
prises tending to the public good. Mr. 
Low is now in his 47th year: He was 
born in Brooklyn and graduated at the 
Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, and 
afterward at Columbia College. After 
graduation he entered the tea and silk 
business founded by his father, and a 
few years later Le was elected a mem-

ber of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce. In the fall of 1882 the city of 
Brooklyn was confronted by a muni- 
cipal contest in which good citizens 
united in an effort to defeat the Me- 
Laughlin Ring, analagous to the old 
Tweed Ring in this city. A large and 
powerful organization of citizens nomi 
nated Ripley Ropes for candidate, The 
Republicans nominated Gen. Tracy. It 
being evident that a divided force 
could not win, the two sides held a 
conference, Gen. Tracy and Mr. Ropes 
withdrew from the contest, and Seth 
Low was accepted as a joint compro- 
mise candidate. Under the leadership 
of the Republicans and Independents 
Mr. Low was elected, he at that time 
being a unifying force. In 1889 Mr. 
Low was elected to the Presidency of 
Dartmouth College, which office he has 
since held. The institution’s $1,000,000 
library, whose great white dome crowns 
Morningside Heights, is a gift from Mr. 
Low, being a memoril to his father. 
Mr. Low was a member of the Greater 
New York Charter Commission. Al- 
though a disbeliever in Protection he 
has usually voted the Republican 
ticket. It is alleged that his refusal to 
support Blaine lost this State for the 


Republicans. Mr. Low did not vote | cers, 


for General Harrison. Mr. Low’s 
mental attainments are mediocre. 
Probably as good a description as any 
would be to say that he is an honorable 
matter-of-fact business man. The 
palaver in certain newspapers depict- 
ing Mr. Low as being little short of 
God-like and the only good candidate 
obtainable has been as sickening and 
false as the petty little criticisms of 
bis character characterized by laugh- 
able sophistry, which have appeared in 
certain other newspapers. Mr. Low is 
an average man. 

Henry George’s life has been a rov- 
ing one. His checkered career is 
marked by great diversity of experi- 
ence. He has remained at no one vo- 
cation more than a few years and none 
of his enterprises have been brilliant 
successes. He has not, like the other 
candidates, enjoyed more than a pub- 
lic school education. He was born in 
Philadelphia, Sept. 2, 1889. He went 
to school a few years and then entered 
a commercial house as office boy. Later 
on he shipped as cabin-boy on an East 
India Merchantman and thus travelled 
to many foreign ports. When he re- 
turned he entered a printing house and 
worked as compositor till the age of 
twenty. Becoming tired of type set- 
ting, he went to California and en- 
gaged in various pursuits, finally get- 
ting a position as reporter on the Sac- 
remento Record. His literary abilities 
were appreciated and he soon took 
charge of the editorship of the San 
Francisco Chronicle. He was discharged 
from the Chronicle for his violent at- 
tacks upon the Pacific roads, and came 
to New York to take charge of a rival 
press agency to the Associated Press. 
This lasted on'- a few years. In 1871 
with two partners he went back to Cali- 
fornia again and established the San 
Francisco Evening Post. Four years 
later he sold out his interest in the 
paper and came back to New York. In 
1877 he wrote his famous single tax 
book called “Progress and Poverty.” 
Mr. George has dabbled in the politics 
of several parties. He began in the 
Republican party. In 1872 he joined 
the Democratic party and represented 
California in the National Convention 
which nominated Horace Greely for 
President. In 1876 he stumped Cali- 
fornia for Tilden. In 1886 he joined 
the Labor party, was nominated for 
Mayor of this city und polled 69,000 
voles. Mr. George has since been en- 
gaged in disseminating the single tax 
theories. Last year he stumped for 
Bryan and voted for the Chicago plat- 
form. Mr. George is extremely popu. 
lar with the laboring classes. He has 
their absolute confidence. 

Robert-A. Van Wyck, Richard Crok- 
er's candidate for Tammany Hall, is 40 
years of age. For the past eight years 
he has been Chiet Justice of the City 
Court. Judge Van Wyck is a graduate 
of the Columbia Law School, class of 
72. His preliminary education was ob- 
tained from the public schools. He 
tren entered business as an errand boy 
and a clerk. Deciding he preferred 
law to business, he took the college 
course and then went into po.itics,taking 
an active part in the Democratic party. 
Seven ‘years ago at a time when the 
french Ball was in its most notorious 
state of immorality, Judge Van Wyck 
occupied one of the boxes with a party 
of women and early in the morning, 
when the orgies were at their height, 
he was arrested, and spent the rest of 
the night in the station-house, the po- 
lice blotter bearing the charge opposite 
his name of“ drunk and disorderly con- 
duct.“ Judge Van Wyck has little 
moral stamina and none of the sterling 
qualities found to greater or less ex- 
tent in the other candidates. 

Thus it will be seen that the two 
sturdy characters which stand boldly 
out on the foreground of the battle are 
those of Mr. Henry George and Gener 
al Benjamin F. Tracy. A. C. M.

THE MARTINS. 

Christopher Martin of the Mayflower 
succumbed to the climate. George of 
Ipswich had descendants who emi- 
grated to Windham, Ot., joining forces 
with the Holts and others from And- 
over in building up that state. Of an 
army of Johns, the one who lived in 
Marblehead as early as 1674 is of in- 
terest to us, as we seem to have se- 
cured his Peter of a later day. 

Thomas, mariner of Boston, who 
married Rachel, daughter of John Far- 
num was possibly a relative of our Solo- 
mon Martin of Gloucester, who is said 
to have emigrated in 1635, a boy of 16, 
and who learned the trade of a ship 
carpenter. He bought a small place 
in Gloucester and married Mary Pindar, 
of an old Ipswich family, her parents, 
Henry and Mary Pindar, also emi- 
grants about the time Solomon came. 
After the birth of Sam and Mary, the 
Pindar mother died in 1648, and as the 
widow Alice Varnum, (or Farnham), 
wife of deceased Ralph of Ipswich was 
eligible, though twelve years his senior, 
Solomon fearlessly takes her, adding 
the small estate in Ipswich and several 
well grown children in 1649. The 
eldest, Mary Farnum was 20 at least, 
and a year later married Daniel Poor 
in Boston, where she probably went 
on a visit, after the marriage of her 
mother. The Martins sell both the es- 
tates down river and come to Andover 
in May 1652. Alice took her pay in 
cattle worth 16, maybe the famous

and Martins, Sam leading well from 
the first. His sister Mary may have 
married an Ipswich Howard to whom 
Sam lends money. The Farunms, his 
life long neighbors and friends; seem 
to be friends indeed to the last. He 
rises through tho rank of constable to 
that of corporal and at last is ensign at 
his death in 1696 aged 51. He married 
Abigail, daughter of the carpenter, 
George Norton of Salem, who came 
with Higginson in 1629; who moved to 
Gloucester, holding office as selectman 
and representative, and after, Abigail’s 
birth in 1651, also moved through Ips- 
wich to Wenham. He died when Abi- 
gail was small and her mother Mary 
married Philip Fowler, the Ipswich 
relative of our Christopher Osgood, 
and the ten Norton children may have 
been on intimate terms with our folks 
here. Anyway when *George Norton 
gets to Southfield, (Holland) Mass, he 
sends back word to Sam that he may 
keep the land that Thomas Osgood had 
deeded to him. In 1673, after Sam had 
bought a house of Thomas Farnum, 
(possibly after the death of Alice) he 
seems to prosper, and 4 years later, di- 
rectly after marriage, he buys “ the 
mansion and 4 acres” of Robert Rus- 
sel’s first estate, Robert moving up to 
the Holt grant of Roger Mark’s where 
the Brainerds now have a summer resi- 
dence, held by the Russell family for 
eight generations. The old house that 
Sam bought was near Ralph Farnum’s 
and probably near the present house of 
Seth Farnum on the. “country road“. 
The swaps of Sam Martin and Ben 
Stevens his friend and adviser help 
build up the family acres. His daugh- 
ter *Mary goes off to Boxford with 
John Cole and was a possible ancestor 
to both the younger men now resident 
with us. Hanna lived to 94 dying in 
1783, by her stone, beside that of her 
husband Henry Ingalls. Among her 
descendants are Capt. Heury of the 
Colonial wars, Lieut. John of the Revo- 
lution, the Richard Halls of Methuen 
and Daniel Putnams of Reading. The 
other girls Abigail and Sara are not 
fouud yet. Solomon married Dorothy 
Lovejoy at 33, after he had learned the 
trade of a glazier. We find a very joke of 


whole of Solomon’s possessious is 
henceforward run by Stevens genius 
till young ‘Solomon comes of age. 
Aunt Mary got tired of waiting on so 
many children and wisely decided to 
take her share and go with William 
Hutchinson. 

Solomon married Phebe Abbott, 
most likely to be of the North Parish 
line, thongh not easily placed. After 
the birth of ten children and great and 
numerous land speculations, suddenly 
‘Solomon sells his house to Nathan 
Foster and his pew in church to Peter 
Usgood and dies in 1802 while not a 
trace of the widow and this large fami- 
ly appear on the town records later. 

*John Martin married a Hanna who 
will prove tobe one of the unnamed 
infants of the worn records of 1711, 
daughter of James Holt and Susannah 
Preston in the line of Henry Holt and 
Sara Ballard. The eldest sun John 
was cheered by two Hannas in suc- 
cession, Hanna Eaton and. Hanna 
Marble. (A young man in town has 
eleven grandmothers named Hanna). 
John was another man who !oved to 
trade in land. He died in his own 
house in 1764 on the Boxford road and 
in 1796 John, his son, the widow 
Hanna Marble, ‘Hanna and her hus- 
band Nathaniel Brown, and young 
Isaac all of Wolfboro, N. H., sell the 
old estate to young Ben Martin a joiner 
and the last to own any Martin estates 
in his line. He was from Joseph. 
This line of John who went up to 
Wolfboro may have sent us back, Al- 
bert G. Martin born in Goffstown, who 
married Sara Augusta Abbott now resi- 
dent in Atlanta, Ga. 

Jonathan and Phebe Martin kept 
their shate of John’s estate the longest, 
with a brother ‘Henry and Esther 
Kimball. Then Concord colony being 
a success, these birds of passage 
started for the upper Merrimac and 
over the Connecticut even to Canada. 
East of the Saco valley, and on into 
Rumlord, Me., spread the tribe of 
Henry. Way up in Newbury, Vt. 
where the Abbotis and Martins 
squatted, we find the descendants of 
‘gam and Elizabeth Osgood who led 
their little band from our South Parish
